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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is responsive to the applicant's amendment filed on April 20, 2006. 
Claims 2 and 3 have been amended. Thus, claims 1-3 are pending in this application. 
Applicant's cooperation in correcting the informalities in the drawing and specification are 
appreciated. 

The amendments and arguments presented by the applicant have been duly noted. In 
view of such, the previous rejections in the first Office Action have been withdrawn. However, 
an updated search and further review of the prior art of record, has prompted the new non-final 
rejections presented below. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 4 and 5 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election 
was made without traverse in the reply filed on Nov. 21, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by any one of Wiltse 
(Patent Number 1,694,805) or Sacha (Patent Number 2,210,152). 

Regarding claims 1-3, Wiltse (as shown in Figs. 1-4) or Sacha (as shown in Figs. 1-3) 
discloses a rotary pump comprising: a main casing (10 in Wiltse; 2 in Sacha); a casing cover (22 
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in Wiltse; 4 in Sacha) cooperated with the main casing for defining a pumping chamber 
therebetween; a pair of rotors (16, 17 in Wiltse; 9, 10 in Sacha) received within the pumping 
chamber with mutually meshing pumping segments for synchronous revolution in mutually 
opposite directions; a space (not numbered; however, clearly seen in Fig. 1 in Wiltse; 36 in 
Sacha) being defined in one portion of the casing cover; a cover piston (26 in Wiltse; 24 in 
Sacha) being disposed within the space for movement back and forth with respect to an end 
surface of the rotor; an air cylinder (28 in Wiltse; 30, 31, 32 in Sacha) being mounted on the 
casing cover and having a piston rod (29 in Wiltse; 30 in Sacha); a lock cylinder (30, 31 in 
Wiltse; 32 in Sacha) having a lock bolt (30 in Wiltse; 31 in Sacha); the cover piston being 
connected to one end surface of the piston rod of the air cylinder; the other end surface of the 
piston rod of the air cylinder being abutted to the lock bolt for restricting movement of the cover 
piston by the lock bolt.
